ers. The fact, too, that the Protestant party, in going home, 
were conversing in the most friendly way with Koman 
Catholic neighbours, and some of them even in a cart with 
a Roman Catholic, Bernard Tighe, who deposed to 
their kindness and friendship towards him, and their 
having led his horse past the drums, shows that they 
had no intention of interfering with the other part ies. 
had they not been forced to do so in self-defence ; and 
this same Roman Catholic farmer de i that, when 
he went into the house ef a man na M‘Cann, he saw 
“a boy” there, sitting loading a gun. The coolness 
of this shows where the murderous intention existed— 
whether with the Protestants, who took arms as a last 
resort to defend themeelves, after they had been pelted 
back from the chapel to Tait’s, or with the Romanists, 
who could go in and coolly sit down in M*Cann's to load 
firearms to shoot those Protestants who were 

peaceably home. 

Ihave just been informed, this morning, that the 
pawnbrokers of Lurgan have had every gun and pistol 
which they had in their pawn-offices di of at good 
prices, to the Romanists of Derry: , who require 
them, as they state, to shoot the rooks which are now 
injuring their potatoes in the bog. It might be well if 
the Government proclaimed this to enland of Derry- 
macash, and took up those lately purchased guns, even 
at the risk of allowing the rooks to procure some food 
in the potato gardens in “ the moss.” 

The following is an extended report of the ev idence 
of Arthur Sherrie and Head-Constable M'Carron, who 
were examined after my despatch was closed yesterday, 
and of which I sent a summary by telegraph last night.
